bott was killed because ha exercis- 
ed his constitutionally guaranteed 
right to peaceable assembly, free 
speech and free movement over the 
highways of our country." He al- 
so said that "the action of the mob 
at Carnegie senses of anarchy." 


Sixteen men who were arrested 


early yesterday in connection with 
the rioting were released.

Three men are being held in the 
county jail who are said to have 
had revolvers and a handful of 
bricks during the fight. The 10 re- 
ported wounded are recovering, ac- 
cording to authorities today.

Lewis whose reason for not at 
attending the Harrlsburg meeting, 
Is illness, failed to show any great 
enthusiasm over the conference. He 
gave the impression this morning 
that his interest in the Pinchot con- 
ference wag negative. 


"The operators will have to un- 


perch themselves or there can be 
no settlement," he said. 
Lewis indicated that the only 


way a strike would be averted 
would be for the operators to acr 
cept the miners' proposition made 
at the miner-operator, conference in 
New York on August 15. At that 
conference Lewis demanded, among 
other things, a wage Increase for 
the miners, the eight hour day and 
the check off (collection by the op- 
erators of- union dues)., 


"One thing," said Lewis this 


•morning, "the issue will not be set- 
tled by arbitration. The. miners 
know only too .weHlthe meaning of 
arbitration.

burg conference to arbitrate will 
not be entertained." 
Lewis reiterated that the miners 


had entered the Harrlsburg con- 
ference as a. "matter of courtesy" 
to Qovernor Pinchot and that ac- 
ceptance of the invitation did not 
mean tie miners' had conceded, or 
would concede anything. 


Lewis is directly represented In 


Harrisburg today by the Interna- 
tional vice-president of the union, 
Phillip Murray. It is understood

here indefinitely and nurse the cold. 
He will be ready to act promptly, 
Aowever, in the event joint negotia- 
tions are resumed.

Lewis would not comment today

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THE TEAGEDY OF WOODEpW WILSON 


.. 
In the ceremonies attending the funeral of the late 


President, there emerged one figure upon whom the 
public eye centered even more than upon the man 
whom the death of Warren Harding eliwrated to the 
presidency. For the second time stripe retiring from 
the presidency, Woodrow Wilson appealed in public, a 
casualty of the war in which he will always appear as 
the greatest personality. At present he is the broken 
and defeated victim of that war. and yet despite it all 
there is a suppressed feeling that he is the greatest of 


1 living Americans. His picture thrown upon the screen 


calls out an enthusiasm which was called-f orth by The- 
odore Roosevelt in 'the days of his greatest popiilarity. 
His appearance in public calls forth an attention direct- 
ed to no other. There is a half-conscious belief that 
this man, broken physically and defeated in the attain- 
ment of his great ideal, will fill a larger place in history 
than many are willing to accord to him today. 


Now that the bitter animosities of political antag- 


onism are subsiding, there is a general tendency to think 
more kindly of Woodrow Wilson. 
*' The solemn folly of 


Versailles,*' as John'Maynard Keynes called the treaty 
drawn up in Paris, has kept Europe an armed camp ever 
since the close of a war which was fought, as we thought, 
to end war. It was in direct violation of the memor- 
able "fourteen points" proclaimed 
by Mr. Wilson 


which marked the highest peak of idealism and human 
brotherhood to which the visions and the hopes of man- 
kind were ever directed. And yet Mr. Wilson by some 
mental fiction believed that all his fourteen points were 
embodied in this diversire and trouble-breeding docu- 
ment. 


The detached historian of the future unmoved by 


the passions of the hour, may be able to reconcile this 
apparent contradiction as we today cannot. The in- 
tellectual pride of Mr. Wilson, which was at once Ms 


- strength and his weakness, frjrnishes the secret of his 
final undoing at the hands of his contemporaries. But 
whether a generation far enough removed from the bit- 
ter personal hatreds atnd jealousies will view Mr. Wil- 
son in the same light may well be doubted when we re- 
call the career of Abraham Lincoln. Before Lincoln 
was struck down by the assassin, he too was bitterly 
assailed, and by men like Sumner and Greeley, and by 
Wade of this state. But the present generation knows 
or hears little except what is good and wise about 
Lincoln. In the light of current history, we may well 
raise the question how Lincoln would have fared had he. 
lived to carry on the work of reconstruction, or how! 
Woodrow Wilson would have fared had an assassin's1 
bullet struck him down on his way to Paris. 


The fact is, to Mr. Wilson was given a superhuman 


task. In that terrible loneliness which comes to a man 
upon whom the hopes as well as the burdens of the 
world rest, it would be strange if a man's vision were 
not diverted, and his mind turned, as a boat is turned 
in -the fury of the blast and in the thick darkness of the 
night, and he be not conscious of it. To us it seems the 
wily diplomacy of the present order was too much for 
him. But we may well ask whether any man in the1 
present moral state of the nations could have realized!. 
the high ideals of Mr. Wilson,—ideals which thrilled the! 
noliest expectations of a world in anguish 
| 


We wonder—and we write as one of those who were! 


among the critics of Mr. Wilson—if Mr. Wilson will 
not be remembered by those who come after, not for his 
failure in Pans, but for those high sentiments and great 
ideals which made such a mighty appeal to the common 
people of his day; if the school boy of the future will 
not declaim some of his matchless English, struck out 
during the agony of war, as the schoolboy of today de- 
claims the Gettysburg speech and the noble lan*Wei 
of the second -inaugural.

Surely, the broken figure who rode behind the dead 


form of the unknown soldier and of our late President 
should give us pause. His limitations are a part of the 
stuff of our mortal being. None can flout those holv 
sentiments of his brilliant mind and his generous heart 
wlucb awakened the hopes of multitudes in even* cor- 
ner of the earth. We believe the people of this Veat 
land are thinking well of Woodrow Wilson.
